The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 4 (renumbered claim 1) states that there is a brush piece having a protruding top 
portion with a rearwardly facing surface, which is slanted forwardly in an upward direction. The 
brush piece is located forward of the brush segments and pivots downward below the 
longitudinal axis of the toothbrush rod against the bias of the leaf spring when the operating plate 
comes into engagement with the rearwardly facing surface. 

The prior art references of Hyo-Moon (USPN 6230356 and KR 20-2000-0008396) teach 
all the essential elements of the claimed invention however fails to teach that the brush piece 
located forward of the brush segments comprises a rearward-facing upwardly-slanted surface. 
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Additionally, the prior art fails to teach that the brush piece is capable of being pivoted 
downward below the longitudinal axis of the toothbrush rod against the bias of the leaf spring 
when the brush piece is engaged with the operating member. It would not have been obvious to 
modify the prior art to achieve the claimed invention since there is no teaching or motivation to 
do so.
